RESCUE IS ACCOMPLISHED. 

The news that this determination had 
heen fulfilled .reached the waiting 
crowds this afternoon and there was 
then a wild rush of the people to the 
various points of vantage overlooking 
the harbor.

The roofs 
of all houses asd sheds were crowded, 
while along the roadway skirting the 
sea there raced hundreds of people 
keeping pace with the rescue boat. 

In the meantime every preparation 
was being made at the harbor to take 
care of the individuals rescued. Six 
motor cars including that belonging to 
the Prince Consort were drawn up in 
readiness to convey the survivors to 
the Amerika Hotel. where a steff of 

teal men, especially summoned, 
was waiting to give succor. 
WOMEN REMAIN ON SHIP. 

The small lifebomt was the first to 

reach the harbor and Capt. Jansen re- 
ported that three women and a child 
who had refused to jump, were still 
aboard the wreck. * 
He explained that the rescue had 
been effected by both boats working 
in conjunction. First the smal) boat 
ma aged to make fast a rope to the 
breakwater and by this means the 
survivors were through the 
w to the pilot boat, which stood a 
littl way off. 
Cpt. Jansen had hardly told his 
story when the steam pilot boat with 
the rescued on board hove in sight. As 
she was moored the cheers were suc- 
ceeded by a painful hush as the first 
of the survivors was borne ashore on a 
stretcher. The man was swathed in 
blankets and made no sign ‘of life. 
The eleven survivors were removed to 
the Amerika Hotel and when the 
Prince Consort came ashore his face 
was radiant with grateful joy. . 15

CROWD BESIEGES REFUGE. 
The hotel in the .neanwhile was so 
besieged by the crowds to catch a

where the National Free Labor Asso- 
clation has effected a change in the 
closed-shop movement and has given 
the non-union workingman the recog- 
nition that is his due, despite the de- 
mands of the organized despoliers of 
the country. 

The National! Free Labor Association 
was started in May 1893, and in four- 
teen years 600,000 workmen belonging 
to 150 different trades have been regis- 
tered, and it has fought su @ssfull 
no less than 550 pitched 2 wit 
aggressive trades unions in different 
parts of the United Kingdom. Things 
had come to such a pass before the 
Free Labor Association was started 
that during strikes every vestige of 
Ummon law was set at defiance. Of 
the conditions at that time and of what 
ban been accomplished, W. Collison, 
secretary of the association, says: 
“Strikes were conducted with extra- 
ordinary violence. Picketing and watch- 
ing and bevetting were pursued with 
extraordinary virulence.

WORLD'S WEALTHIEST COUNTRY. 


Wealth of United States is Double 
That of the Whole United 
Kingdom. 

The United States is not only the wealthiest 
country on the globe, but its lead over the 
other countries is increasing every day. As 
estimated by the census bureau, in a report 
just sent out, the wealth of the United States 
was in 1964, in round figures, $107,000,000,000. 
— was an increase of over 
1900. During the four years ending with 1964 
the country’s weajth expanded by 4 larger 
fiaure than its entire wealth amoupted to 
(316,090,900,000) in the year in which ncoln 
was first clected, 1869. Yet the United States 
filled a pretty biz place on the map even in 
1860. In that year, moreover, the 4,000,000 
slaves were counted as merchandise, and eu- 
tered into this $16.900,000,000 property valua- 
tion. The best British estimates place the 
wealth of the United Kingdom at about 850, 
(00,000 000. Tt ranke net to the United 
States in thie respect, but is far below this 
country. Germany and France are cach « 
few billions below the United Kingdom. 

On the basis of increase from June 3, 1900, 
to June 20, 1904, the wealth of the United 
States is about $129,000,000,000 in these early 
weeks of 1907. The wealth of the United 
States ie much greater than the combined 
wealth of the countries which hald the second 
and the third place on the roll. And Ahe gap 
between us and them is steadily and rapidly 
broadening. The increase is very much faster 
then in population. In the 107 years since 
1800, while the population of the United States 
has increased sixteen times, the wealth of the 
United States has been multiplied 119 times. 
Thie is one of the marvels of American ex- 
pansion.—{Lestie's Weekly.
